I cannot refrain from congratulating you on your obser- 
vations as to the Snowden and Ordway books as published in The Asylum. 

A fine discovery. 

Your comment about the book entitled The History of Ancient 
and Modern Coinage which you bought in 1979 also intrigued me. You use 
the word "reprint" twice. I wonder if these plates were not just remainders 
from the Bond Detector which were bound up with a new title and published 
for Ordway' s benefit. 

As to how embossments were made, I suggest that a layout of coins might 
have been pressed iito plaster, putty or papier-mache to make a negative. 

Then graphite could be dusted on the plaster or paper to make it conductive. 
Then the negative could be electroplated so as to end up with a positive 
for use in embossment. Foil could also be used alone or in combination 
with the other materials to make the negative. 

I am working up a study of Heath detectors and hope to reach 
interesting conclusions. I have a nice collection of them and note that 
you are slightly intrigued with them. 

Keep up your bibliomania and let me hear from you.
